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APPENDIX I 

LATIN TEANSLATORS OF THE ARABIC WORKS 

Here is set forth an alphabetical list of the Latin Trans- 
lators of the Middle Ages who rendered into Latin, of varying 
degrees of accuracy, the medical and philosophical works of 
the Arabians, After each name will be found a brief note of 
the works translated. The information contained in this section, 
together with the vastly superior number of Arabic MSS, 
described in Chapter 11 of this work {q^v.), undeniably illustrates 
the fact that what was known as Arabian Medicine^ or to be 
more precise, '' Sarracenic studies during the Middle Ages, 
was but a poor shadow of the Hellenism of the Mahomedans. 

The other significant points that have a bearing on the purpose 
underlying the publication of this hook, are that the Latin MSS, 
of the Greek medical works are later than the Arabic, and that 
the Latin renderings from the Arabic are executed with less 
skill and knowledge than from the Greek (or Syriac) into Arabic. 
In addition, the bulk of the mediaeval Latin translations are 
older than the extant Greek texts (which are mostly of the fifteenth 
century), 

Abraham of Tortosa translated the De Simplicibus of Serapion 
Junior, and the Liber Servitoris of Alhucasis, 

Accursiiis of Pistoja translated the Arabic MSS. of Galen (from 
the Arabic of Hunayn). 

Alfonso of Toledo translated the tract Be separatione primi 
principii which was ascribed to Averroes. 

Alfred the Englishman (^' Alphiatus in the MSS.) (c. 1200-27) 
translated the Be planiis of Nicholas of Damascus, and the 
pseudo-Aristotehan work Be vegeiabilihus, which was 
probably from the pen of Ishaq ibn Hunayn, 
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Andreas assisted Michael Scot in his translations from the 
Arabic. 

Andreas Alpagus (or Alphagus) Bellneiiois (d. 1520), translated 
the Canon and the De medicinis cordialihus et Caiiiica of 
Avicenna ; the De. Thcricca of Averroes (published in the 
0pp. Aristotelis in 1552 and 1500). Ho also translated the 
following works of Avicenna : Do aninia^ De Mahml^ i.e. 
De dispositione seu loco^ ad quern revertitnr homo, Aphommi 
de amina^ Do diffmitimiilm et qnresitw, De divisione scienti- 
arum (published in Venice in 1510). TJio Pradiea of Herapion, 
AhQifti of Ta^rilch al-MIukama : Do convriione erroritm 
qui accMunt m regimino saniiaiis, De lapidilms prwliosis d 
pleraque alia, De removendis nocAimenti^ ,,, ex errare.

Antonins Frachantius Vicentinns translated Aviconna^s 
Sufficientia. 

Armengaud (d. 1314) translated into Latin from the Hebrew 
versions of the Arabic works. Among those known as 
Avicenna’s Canticum with Averroes’ commentary (c. 1280 
or 1284) ; and Hunayn’s Arabic versions of Galen. He also 
translated into Latin the MSS. of Maimonides De regimine 
sanitatis ad soldamim,” MS. Caio-Gonv. Camb. n. 178). 

Arnold of Villanova translated (d. It312) Avicenna’s De viribus 
cordis (? 1282), revised in the Latin by Andreas Alpagus 
(d. 1520). The De physicis Ugaturis of Kosta ibn Luka 
which was probably copied from Galon (see Steinschnoidar’s 
Die europdischen aus dem Arabisclien, Wien, 1904, p. 6). 

Berengarius of Valentia translated Albucasis’ Didio de Oibanis. 

Bonacossa (a Jew) of Padua, translated Averroes’ Colliget. 

Constantine the African translated : — 

De oculis (doubtfully ascribed to Hunayn). 

MegatecTine (or De methodo rmdendi, sive de ingenio sanitalis 
ahbreviata). 
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De mulierum morbis sive de matrice (gynecia).

De interiorihiis memhris (this is identical with the Arabic 
version by Hubaysh ibn el-Hasan of Galen’s De loeis 
affecMs^ which again is nothing more or loss than first 
and longer part of tlic Syriac Book of Medicine (see 
voL i, page L‘b footnote 1)).

All the preceding are described by Steinschneider as Con- 
stantine’s translations of the pseudo-Galenic works. 

Hartmann’s Thesis, Die Literatur von Fruh-und Iloch-salerno, 
which is a valuable and original contribution to the study of 
history, contains a complete list of the Latin works of Con- 
stantine that are extant (see voL i, p. 123). 

Daniel de Morley (an Englishman) (c, 1190), a student at Oxford, 
Paris and Toledo, translated a number of works from Arabic 
into Latin. 

David the Jew, w’^ho lived between 1228 and 1245, translated 
Rhazes (Albubator) into Latin. 

Demetrius translated the pseudo-Galenic work De ocuUs, 
Dominicus (see under the name Gundisalvi). 

Drogon or Azogont translated the De plmiis imbribus et ventis 
et de cBTis mutatione of al-Kindi (Venice, 1507, Paris, 1540). 
Farragut (or Faradj ben Salem) translated the pseudo-Galenic 
work De medicinis expertis from the Arabic of Honein, the 
Tacuini cegritudinum of Byngezla, the GTiirurgia of pseudo- 
Mesue, and the Continens of Rhazes. 
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Franciscus de Macerata translated the Metaphysica of Avicenna. 

G. under this letter we have the Latin translation De simplici 
medicina (? 1258) from the Arabic al-GafikL G. was a son 
of magister Johannes of Lerida and MSS. of his translation 
are at Berne and Municli.

(1240), a book entitled Summa quonmdam Alexandtmorum 
(1243 or 1244), and al-Farabi’s Dedaratio coinpendiosa . . .

Jacobus Sylvius translated two books of tlie De simplioihus^ 
book three {De antidotis) being doubtfully ascribed to Mesue 
Junior. 

Jambolinus Cremonensis (probably the same as JohannoB Bonus) 
translated extracts from tlie work of Gt^ge the son of Algazel, 
from Arabic into Latin. 

John of Capua (d. 1162 or 1177) translated the Regimen (?) and 
the De camis aceidentium apparcntium domino ct magnijko 
soldarOf etc. of Maimonides from the Hebrew into Latin. 
Though not of direct interest to us, but of value in the study 
of the history of folk-lore in Europe, it may be mentioned 
here that John of Capua translated the Kilila and Dimna 
of Bidpai.

Johannes Hispalensis (Avendeath or John of Toledo). His 
translations were chiefly of Arabic works on astronomy and 
astrology rather than on philosophy. Ho translated the 
pseudo-Aristotelian work Epistola de consermtione corporis 
}mman% is. secreium secretonm, from the Arabic of Ja^hja 
ibn al-Batrik. He also translated into Latin Avicenna’s 
Sufficientia (Arab. Schafa)^ De anima VI naturalium, Meta- 
physica, or Philosophia prima, sive scientia dimna (MS. Par. 
6443), De ccelo et mundo. His other Latin translations 
include Kosta ibn Luka^sDifferentiainteranimam et spiritumi 
al-Farabi’s De scientiis, sive lib.

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AN INVESTIGATION OF THE DATE AND AUTHORSHIP 
OP THE LATIN VERSIONS OF TTIE WORKS OF GALEN 

In the enBuing pages I propose reconstructing the Galenic 
Library as it was known in the Middle Ages. 

All the known works of Galen that were translated into 
Latin will be placed under their respective titles, and the dates 
will bo shown as far as the material at our disposal permits. 
While it is intended to keep in mind the Latin versions as the 
principal purpose of my research, the Greek, Syriac, Arabic, and 
Hebrew texts will be referred to in so far as they have a direct 
bearing on this attempt to place before the reader the Galenic 
works as understood by the Mediaeval Scholastics. 

The principal interest of this catalogue of the Galenic Library 
lies in the fact that it gives us a reflected picture of the great 
thought movements of the intellectual Middle Ages, at a time 
when the transition from the mediaeval to the modern world 
took place, with aU it meant to mankind from the viewpoint of 
its spiritual activity with special reference to the revival of 
classical arts and letters. 

It is much to be regretted that while Aristotle and other 
^ giants ’ of classical times have been, and are, studied with great 
assuetude, Galen and the medical philosophers have been 
abandoned to a mere handful of research workers who are 
scattered from Leipzig and Vienna on the one side, to Washington 
on the other. 

An investigation of the individual manuscripts may yet reveal 
an aspect of the classics and mediaeval thought that up to the 
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present is liidden from us, and for this reason alone the writer 
felt sufficiently enthusiastic to compile the data here given. 

The arrangement of the appendix will be as follows. The title 
of the work, together with its name in Greek, where such exist, 
will be followed by a note on all the manuscripts that are known ; 
then will follow a list of the Latin MSS. and translations, with 
notes on eacli.
